Interesting Reminiscences of tho 


Martyred 
Precidout's 
£urly

Leonard Swott, Esq., recently lec- 


tured in Chicago upon "Iteminis- 
cences of life upon tho circuit with 
Abraham Lincoln." Mr. Sweet was 
for many years the intimato friend 
of Mr. Lincoln, and having prac- 
ticed with him for many years in the 
old times when good lawyers went 
traveling from county to county, in 
company with the Judge, to attend 
court and look after tho interests of 
such clients as they may happen to 
pick up. This intimacy enabled Mr. 
Swett to give an insight into tho life 
and character of Mr. Lincoln, which 
added interest to his lecture. Wo 
have room at this time only for the 
following extract: 


The life upon the circuit was sim- 


ply a lawyer's li.'e. 
Arriving in a 


co'unty scat tho morning tho court 
commenced, we had no clicutu and 
no cases, except perhaps norm1 loft 
over from the last term, nix months 
before; and during tho first day, or 
the first few days after tho terms be- 
came longer, we were retained by 
such litigants as chose to retain UH, 
to try causes then immediately com- 
ing 011 to bo heard. Tho client gen- 
erally had his witnesses with him, 
and in probably an hour tho trial 
was begun. At the hotel in the even- 
ing we xisually occupied a sitting- 
room in common. This was the 
common property of ourselves, of 
the lawyers of the town, or mich 


j other lawyers in attendance upon 
the court as chose to como there, 
and occasionally some of the more 
prominent men of the fnrinorH of the 
county would call in. Thcso gath-
